It was started 
with the introducion of a resolution 
submitted by the Niagara district 
trades federation, opposing the action 
of the hydro-electric commission in 
repudiating the eight-hour day and 
the 44-hour week on the Chippewa 
canal development project, and sub- 


stituting therefore the ten-hour day) 
and the sixty-four week. This re- 
solution condemned the _ provincial 


government for not taking action, or 
making a public statement on the 
report of the special parliamentary 


}committee appointed to investigate the 


dispute between the hydro-electric 
commission and the Niagara district 
trades federation and for allowing the 
hydro-electric commission to put in- 
to force work conditions of labor oth- 
er than is prevalent in the district. 
Might Wreck Government. 

It also is demanded that the govern- 
ment immediately put into effect on 
the Chippewa canal development 
work such rates of wages as are estab- 
as were in 
force in this work in 1919, State- 
ments by supporters of the resolution 
drew retorts from Hon. Walter Rol- 
lo, provincial minister of labor and 
health, and M. M: MacBride, M.P.P., 
for Brantford. Mr. Rollo told the 
congress the hydro-electric commis- 
sion would resign if the government 
pressed the recommendations and this 
might mean wrecking the government. 

Hon. Walter Rollo, minister of 
labor and health, pointed 
there had been no delay in making 
the finding of the committee known 
and explained that Its report could 
not be completed before the legisla- 
ture had adjourned. He said that to 
have forced the compliance with the 
report on the commission would have 
resulted in the resignation of the com- 
missioners and asked the congress 
whether they were willing to sacrifice 
the government which had given them 
widow's pensions and amendments to 
the workmens’ compensation act on 
the issue, The workers did not have 
to go back to work under the condi- 
tions insisted upon by the commis- 
sion. This, he felt assured, was what 
would happen. The report of the 
commission had been published in the 
press of the country within 24 hours 
after it was completed. 

Vigorous Attack 6n Adam Beck. 

John Bruce, of Toronto, declared 
that they had Hot EIvenup thelf rights 
although it might involve the down- 
fall of the government. He made a 
vigorous attack on Sir Adam Beck. 
The sooner the hydro-knight got out 
the better, he said. He thought there 
were many things about the hydro- 
project that needed investigation. He 
charged that the hydro-electric com- 
mission was anxious to throw the re- 
sponsibility for failure upon labor. 

President Tom Moore, speaking !n

cut kimono atyle, and the sleeves were 
decidedly short. The bottom of the 
}coat was cut in deep scallops, and 
these were trimmed with a narrow 
but full ruching, of the motre. 

This ruching was cut on 
straight, and 
threads pulled out 6o the tiniest pos- 
sible fringe was made. Then the gath- 
ering was put through the middle, and 
after the edges of the coat were basted 
up on the right eide in a quarter fnch 
seam this ruche was basted on over 
the turned up edge and stitched di- 
rectly through the gathering. The 
ruche went up oth fronts (which met 
instead of lapping, and were held to- 
gether by betng tled with ribbon tn 
three places), and around the hot- 
tom and the lower edges of the sleeves, 
Around the neck was a rather narrow 
collar of finely platted net. Picot 
edges or tiny hems can ‘be used to edge 
a ruche, {f preferred 
| Amother pretty finish for the edges 
of a breakfast coat is to bind them, 
and the binding can he of the same 
or gome contrasting material and 
color. This finish is particularly pret- 
ty when the bottom of the coat Is 
cut in deep scallops. 

The seams of these coats should be 
French seams, and the machine stitch 
must be long enough so that tve silk 
will not have a drawn appearance. 
If the edges are ound, tt will he 
pretty to have the fronts just meet, 
and work eyelets in both sides, and 
lace them together with ribbon. 
| A more expensive coat may ibe made 
fof georgette over lace, net, or silk, but 
the other materials will be easier to 
handle, and can he made really lovely 
looking.

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Commission Government 
Gets a Jolt. 

The boost in railway rates 
seems to have giver the idea of 
government ‘by commission a bad 


jolt. 
For a good many years there 
has been a tendency in Canadian 


polities to get away from repre-| 


sentative government to govern- 
ment by appointive bodies so far 


removed from popular control | 


that they could carry on without 
regard to what the people thought 
about it. The theory was that if 


made independent of public opin-| 


ion these administrative bodies 
would manage publie affairs with 
an eye single to business rules that 
all round efficiency would result, 
and that in the long run an en- 
lightened electorate would be glad 


that they had been prevenfed pok- | 


ing their noses into their own bus- 
iness. Gradually there has been 
built up a pretty general notion 
that if any large publie enterprise 
is to be carried out or if super- 
vision in any quarter is necessary 
in the public interest, the proper 
way to do it is to put the job in 
the hands of a commission, and 
thal the farther, {hecoumission is 
removed from control by thé elee- 
ted representatives of the people 
the better, 

The war gave a great stimulus 
to this conception that the way to 


get administrative efficiency and’ 


all round satisfaction was to have 
the ruling done by somebody who 
did not have to consult the people 
or wait for public opinion to de- 
velope and express itself, The 
Kaiser ordered his armies through 
Belgium into France, and they got 
there before the democratie Allies 
had begun to drill their reeruits. 
The Czar ordered his armies 
| against Austria as he might have 
ordered his carriage, and the Em- 
peror Franz*Josef called out his 
troops over-night. The rapidity 
with which irresponsible govern- 
ment functioned was impressive. 
‘*Democracy is a mighty poor sy- 
stem under which to run a war’’ 
became ‘the common ery in Can- 
ada, as in some other democratic- 
ally governed countries. And as 
fa kind of Government that is ef- 
ficient in war time ought also to 
be efficient in peace time, the 
effect was to strengthen the drift 
Hof sentiment toward administra- 
tion by independent appointive 
bodies instead of by Ministers di- 
rected by and answerable to the 
representatives of the people. 

In relation to one branch of 

public affairs at least, this drift 
has taken a sudden curve of late, 
The Railway Commission is one 
of these independent bodies, set 
up to take care of the interests of 
the publie as against the railway 
companies. It has been isolated 
from political influence and popu- 
{lar contro! about as completely as 
‘legislative quarantine ean accom- 
plish the purpose, clothed with 
powers as wide as_ parliament 
could confer, and thus qualified 
in every way to vindicate’ the 
principle that the publie fare bet- 
ter when they are under the pro- 
tection of an autocratic tribunal 
than when they have to take care 
of themselves through action by 
their elected representatives, 

But it is not exaetly praises of 
the railway commission with 
which the air is filled at this mo- 
ment. Rather not. From the 
uproar there appears to be a very 
pronounced conviction on the part 
of the publie that they have been 
handed a worse deal than any 
body of men who would have to 
come back for re-eleetion would 
dare give them. ‘Through boards 
of trade and other mediums of ex 
pression they are actually calling 
upon their elective representative 
to set aside the order of the Rail- 
way Commission, cut down the 
rates and prevent the railways
